4 percent, wliile the 
remaining 107,294 persons, 
or 23 percent, live in small 
con. i unities or on plots of 
round too sm all to be classi­ 
fied as farms. 
The Census 
Bureau defines such plots as 
less than IO acres, with less 
than $250 in product sales. 
MANY YOUNG PEOPLE 
We have 212,709 persons 
under the age of 21 and 41, - 
266 over 65 years. 
Another 
breakdown shows 132, 776 
children between tile ages of 
6 and 17, and 131,902 be­ 
tween the ages of 35 and 65. 
There are 448, 492 Cauca­ 
sians, 15, 853 Negroes, 463 
American Indians, 358 Jap­ 
anese and 254 Chinese. The 
count of Spanish language or 
Spanish surname people is 
222,12-1 persons, or 47.

More than 2, 845 tele - 
phones were In service in 
Hondo as of the end of 1972, 
a healthy increase of almost 
7.3 per cent during 1971, 
Harold Jotinson, manager for 
Southwestern BeU, said today. 
"Telephone growth is con­ 
sidered a good indicator of 
overall economic growth, " 
Jolinson said. 
"The addition 
of 207 phones last year shows 
that Hondo is on the grow. " 
Johnson said Hondo resi­ 
dents are using their phones 
more, too. 
"In November,

Looking to the future, 
Johnson said local telephone 
projects scheduled here this 
year include start of installa­ 
tion of dial equipment for 
200 new phone numbers to 
meet future growth.
